—Outrage* Attributed to Saceo- 
Vaiuettl Sympathizers. 
Buenos Aires. July 23 (£>).—The 


United States Embassy at>d Consul- 
ate and American banks were being 
closely guarded today as a conse- 
quence of the explosion of a bomb 
at the statue of George Washington 
last night, and of another about an 
hour later in front of the Ford auto- 
mobile agency. 
The outrages 
are 


attributed by the polio* to Sacco- 
Vanzettl sympathizers and an inves- 
tigation is under way. There were 
no casualties. 


The large »tone block* 
forming 


the base of the monument, which was 
presented to Argentina by the Ameri- 
can colony on the occasion of the 
Argentine centennial, were 
badly 


shattered, but the Washington figure 
was not damaged. 


A municipal agent guarding the 


Palermo Gardens, in which 
the 


monument is located! said he saw an 
automobile speeding away as the ex- 
plosion occurred 


An Investigation by the police of 


the Ford agency, situated In the cen- 
tral part of the city, showed that 
two bombs had been set, but only 
one of them exploded. This shat- 
tered several show 
windows 
and 


damaged an automobile on exhibi- 
tion, while the walls of the neigh- 
boring buildings were pierced by 
•mall bullets with which the bomb 
apparently was loaded. 


There has been a recurrence re- 


cently of outrages and threatened at- 
tacks against American embassies, 
legations and other buildings by 
sympathizers or Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzettt, under sentence 
ot death for murder in Massachu- 
setts. 


Only a few days ago a bomb was 


exploded in front of the building In 
Nice housing the American consul- 
ate, and the consular 
officials arc 


convinced it was the work of Sacco-

The tru? origin of the wedding ring 
may nev« he known, hut the sacred 
privilege of bestowing u ring upon th« 
betrothed brtd<" has bern traced to 
the Itoniaii practice of the Second cen- 
tury K. C. Plain iron rings were first 
employer! for this purpose, but as early 
RS th«» Second century of the Christian I 
era^ gold rings came into use In the 
ceremony of betrothals. Jn olden times 
the circular form of the ring wan ac; 
cepted as u .symbol of eternity, thus 
Indicative «f the stability of affection. 


Conntancy nnd he»v«n »r« round. 
And In this th* emblem's found. 
A further rp-ason for choosing the 


ring rather than some other object t« 
bind matrimonial pledges wig that 
anciently HIP ring was a seal by 
which 
nil orders were signed and 


things of value secured. It was, 
therefore, a sign that the person to 
whom It WHS given had been admitted 
Into the highest friendship and trust. 
In early Roman times It was the duty 
of the bridegroom to deliver the keys 
to his house with the ring at the mar- 
riage. 


There has been a great variety of 


opinion among different countries re- 
garding the proper finger for the wed- 
ding ring, in certain marriage rituals 
of olden times the ring was placed by 
the husbiind on the top of. the-thumb 
of the left hand. With the words "In 
the nnme of the Father" he then re- 
moved it to the forefinger, saying "and 
of the Son;" then to the middle fin- 
ger, adding "nnd the Holy Ghost." 
Finally the ring was left on the fourth 
finger, wiih the closing word "Amen." 
The custom of placing the wedding 
ring on the fourth finger seems un- 
Aiubtedly to o\ve Its origin to the 
fancy Uiut a special nerve or vein ran 
directly from this finger to the heart. 
The earliest record of the practice was 
among the ancient Egyptian women, 
who wore their wedding rings on the 
left-band fourth finger, as in rhe 
Twentieth century. 


In early Greek and Roman times 


the ring was worn on the Index finger, 
as was the marriage ring in the Jew- 
ish ceremonial. There It Is also found 
in the "Betrothal of St. Catherine," by 
Murlllo, and the "Betrothal of Marie 
de. Medici," nv Ruben?. 
The Index 


floger also holds a ring In many worn-' 
«i's portraits of the Fifteenth to 8«v- j 
entetnth cwiturle*, other fingers being 
devoid of rings. 


Queen Louise of Germany wore l«r

Flourished Long Ago 


In the Middle ages tbe "kiss of 


peace" became an ordinary church 
ceremony, and was practiced promis- 
cuously by tbe congregations, espe- 
cially after special services such as 
baptisms, weddings and confirmations, 
each worshiper giving a kiss to those 
around him. It became the custom 
for a girl's sweetheart to accompany 
her to church and count the number 
of people she kissed, that he might 
afterward take all-the unpleasant 
kisses from'her. "The kiss of peace 
Is said to hare received a death blow 
when a pagan noble objected to bar- 
ing his Christian wife kissed by all 
the men in church, and raised such a 
rumpus that the church stopped tbe 
practice.

against her will was severely chas- 
tised by law. In Naples, a man who 
kissed a girl who did not want to be 
kissed was punished by not being al- 
lowed to come within 30 miles of the 
spot where the kiss had been stolen.

privilege of bestowing u ring upon the ' 
betrothed brtd<" lias bern traced to 
the Roman practice of the Second cen- 
tury K. C. J'lnin Iron rings were first 
employer] for this purpose, but as early 
RS th<» Second century of the Christian I 
era ^ gold rings came into use in the 
ceremony of betrothals. In olden times 
the rlrculHr lonn of the ring wan ac; 
cepted as u .symbol of eternity, thus 
Indicative «f the stability of affection. 


Conntancy nnd he»v«n »r« round. 
And In this th* emblem'a found. 
A further rp-ason for choosing the 


ring rather than some other object t« 
bind matrimonial pledge* wig that 
anciently HIP ring was a seal by 
which 
nil orders were signed and 


thlngR of value secured. It was, 
therefore, a sign that the person to 
whom It WHS given had been admitted 
Into the highest friendship and trust. 
In early Roman times It was the. duty 
of the bridegroom to deliver the keys 
to his house with the ring at the mar- 
riage. 


There has been a great variety of 


opinion among different countries re- 
garding the proper finger for the wed- 
ding ring, in certain marriage rituals 
of olden times the ring was placed by 
the huKljund on the top of . the- thumb 
of the left hund. With the words "In 
the nnme of the Father" he then re- 
moved it to the forefinger, saying "and 
of the Son;" then to the middle fin- 
ger, adding "nnd the Holy Ghost." 
Finally the ring was left on the fourth 
finger, wlih the closing word "Amen." 
The custom of placing the wedding 
ring on the fourth finger seems un- 
Aiubtedly to o\ve Its origin to the 
fancy that a special nerve or vein ran 
directly from this finger to the heart. 
The earliest record of the practice was 
among the ancient Egyptian women, 
who wore their wedding rings on the 
left-band fourth finger, as in rhe 
Twentieth century. 


In early Greek and Roman times 


the ring was worn on the Index finger, 
as was the marriage ring in the Jew- 
ish ceremonial. There It Is also found 
in the "Betrothal of St. Catherine," by 
Murlllo, and the "Betrothal of Marie 
de. Medici," hv Ruben?. 
The Index 


floger also holds a ring In many worn-' 
en's portraits of the Fifteenth to 8«v- j 
entetnth cwiturle*, other fingers being 
devoid of rings. 


Queen Louise of G*rm*ny wore l«r 


wedding ring on the right-hand little 
finger, while In the tlm* of Queen 
Kllubeth of England wedding rlnxs 
were worn on the thumb. This yens 
al.in the custom during the reign of 
George I of Kpgtand and is attributed 
to th« exceptionally large wedding 
rings favored by fashion at that time.
